Consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Powers 
of leasing and improving Lands in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

5 I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as the “ Leasing Powers Short Title. 
Act, Ireland, 1858.” 

II. This Act shall come into operation on the First Day of Commence-

Rector, Vicar, or Perpetual Curate by virtue of this Act shall 
be valid without the Consent of the Archbishop or Bishop of 
the Diocese, whether situate within a Peculiar Jurisdiction or 
not, and of the Person or Persons, or Majority of the Persons, 
or the Corporation for the Time being entitled to the next 
Turn or Right of Presentation to the Benefice, signified by a 
Writing to be made on or annexed to the Lease, or in case of a 
Corporation Aggregate by the Seal of the Corporation to be 
affixed thereto ; and where the Patronage of the Benefice shall 
be in the Crown, the Consent of the Crown shall be expressed 
and testified by the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor

Foundation in Ireland, and of which they are seised in posses- 
sion for such Estate as last aforesaid, and Trustees and sur-

V. Where any Person would have Power to make Leases by virtue 

of his Estate or by virtue of this Act, but for the Existence of a 35 
Mortgage or other Incumbrance affecting his Estate or Interest, such 
Person shall have Power to make Leases pursuant to the Provisions 
of this Act, notwithstanding any Mortgage or Incumbrance, so long 
as the Incumbrancer is not in actual Possession or in receipt of the 
Rents and Profits of the Lands ; but no such Power shall be 40 
exercised during the actual Possession or Receipt of the Rents of the 
Mortgagee or Incumbrancer. 

VI. The Power to make Leases conferred by this Act shall not 
be exercised by any Person seised or possessed of an Estate or

VIII. Where any Person, not being Trustee or Feoffee, who would Disability

X. A Counterpart of the Lease shall be executed by the Lessee ; Counterpart, 
but the Receipt in Writing of the Lessor, acknowledging that he has 
received a Counterpart of the Lease, signed by such Lessor and 
endorsed on the Lease, shall be conclusive Evidence that such 

40 Counterpart has been duly executed by the Lessee.
